MENT BUT AIMS TO REFINE AND SHARPEN PARTS OF IT, PARTICULARLY 

IN REGARD TO ECONOMIC, MILITARY AND PUBLIC AFFAIRS OBJECTIVES. 

THE LATTER WOULD SEEM ESPECIALLY APPROPRIATE IN VIEW OF THE EM- 
PHASIS GIVEN BY USIA ON THE LINKAGE OF ITS PROGRAMS WITH POLICY 
GOALS SET FORTH IN THE PRESENT DOCUMENT. I WOULD THEREFORE NOT 
THINK THAT WHAT FOLLOWS WOULD REQUIRE A NEW INTER-AGENCY LOOK.

GOALS AND OBJECTIVES FOR AMBASSADOR: DENMARK

- STRESS WHENEVER APPROPRIATE THAT THE U.S. VALUES DENMARK AS 
A FRIEND AND ALLY, ATTACHES IMPORTANCE TO ITS VIEWS AND COOPER- 
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ATION, AND IS MINDFUL OF ITS INTERESTS. 

- ENSURE FREQUENT HIGH-LEVEL CONSULTATIONS WITH DANISH OFFICIALS.
